These cach-
omire designs are what on this side
of the water are genorally called Por-
slan and have supplied the designers
with opportunity for wonderfully
beautifue color effects, but they need
1o be becomingly bandled and clever-
Iy velled or combiued with one tone

When the colorings are not the gen-
nine Oriental tones but are subdued
and exquikitely blended shades of the
season’s modish colors the problem
ig less difficult than when the color
scheme I8 more intense, and the en-
tire frock may be of the printed chif-
fon without velling, Some bheautiful
chiffons and moussellnes in bordure
designg have inch wide stripes of
white and color, with a deep floral bor-
der in ghades of the color or In har-
monizing colors. One such chiffon
seen  recently was  In alternating
stripes of white and the deep reddish
California violet tone, and the border
was in violet shading from deep to
pale, Another chiffon, in lavender
blue and white, had a deep border of
lilacs in netural colors, from the deep
bluish purplesto light pinkish blue,

Some of the changeable gauzes, chif-
fong, mousselines, ete., are very lovely
and lend themselves to delightful col-
or schemes, whether made over plain
color or chameleon silk. When hot
weather birngas foulards into more
general wear we shall probably see
much of mousseline and chifon in
combination with this silk, for all Par-
